BLASTS FOLLOW ARGUMENTS

nople correspondent of the D aily Tele­ 
graph sends the following dispatch: 
Turkey 
is rapidly drifting toward 
the triple alliance. 
A rupture of the 
arm istice negotiations is regarded as 
im m inent and certain. 
The Turkish view Is that, while the 
allies have no more reserves which 
they can draft upon, Turkey Is draw ­ 
ing a plentiful supply of fresh troops 
from Asia and is ablo to continue the 
w ar for another yoar. 
The Turkish 
m ilitary authorities assert that A dri 
anople can hold out for another month 
and that the Tchatalja lines are im 
pregnable. 
Hence Tu rkey’s position 
Is not desperate enough to w arrant 
her accepting hum iliating terms. 
Both government organs, Ikdam and 
Sabah, employ unusual frankness in 
discussing the situation. 
They assert 
that while the triplo entente (G reat 
Britain, France and Russia) is urging 
the porte to conclude peace, the triple 
alliance (A ustria, Germ any and Ita ly) 
advices resistance and, foreseeing a 
general war, both pajvers urge that 
Turkey should profit thereby to pro­ 
cure the best possible bargain when 
the settlement is discussed by the E u ­ 
ropean conference. This, they declare, 
can best be attained by threatening 
Turkish m ilitary strength on this side 
of the triple alliance. 
The 
possibility 
and danger 
of 
greater w ar than that between the 
Balkan states and 
Turkey absorbs 
public interest far more than the first 
bout of diplom acy between the bellig­ 
erents outside of Constantinople. 


W ar W ould Be Appalling. 


The 
»teps 
toward 
mobilization 
which Austria and Russia are taking, 
although but prelim inary precautions, 
have made possible a vision of the 
vast consequences, which, as far as 
G reat Britain is concerned, are con­ 
sidered nothing less than appalling. 
Apparently the British public has 
no desire to sacrifice lives and money, 
paralyze commerce and risk the navy 
over the settlem ent of the status of 
the Balkan peninsula. 
Yet it Is un­ 
easy because ignorant of how far Great 
B rita in ’s diplom atic engagements with 
France and Russia extend in the di­ 
rection of an alliance. 
The Lib eral press la unanimous In 
urging Great Britain to preserve neu­ 
trality. 
The m ajority of the Conserva­ 
tives demand the same policy. 
The 
Tim es, declaring that none of the E u ­ 
ropean people wants war, says: 
“ Yet, 
that is w hither the nation* are blindly 
drifting.” 
It aska, “ W ho then makes w ar?” 
and replios, “ The 
answer 
is to be 
found In the chancelleries of Eurojie 
among the men who too long have 
played with human live« as pawns in 
a game of chess and who have become 
so enmeshed in formulas and the jar­ 
gon 
of 
diplomacy 
that 
they 
have 
ceased to be conscious of the poignant 
realities with which they trifle.”

Indianapolis, Nov. 27.— The govern­ 
ment introduced at the so called dy­ 
nam ite conspiracy trial testim ony that 
explosions on nonunion iron work fol­ 


lowed the refusal of contractors to 
unionize their jobs after personal vis­ 
its by some of the defendants. 
John T. Garrett, president of a con­ 
struction firm, testified 
that 
before 
two charges of dynam ite exploded on 
a bridge In St. I a juIs Aug. 9, 1908, he 
was visited by John H. B a rry of the 
local Ironw orkers’ union. 
“ B a rry wanted me to unionize the 
Job,” said Garrett. 
"H e said, ’You’ll 
find it a great deal cheaper, for you 
know what w ill happen.’ 
I told him 
I suspected he was going to dynamite 
the job and he had better be careful. 
It was blown up later.” 
Questioned by Chester Krum , coun­ 
sel for Barry, G arrett said the union 
official, referring to dynam iting, de­ 
clared “ he didn’t do that kind of busi­ 
ness.” 
W allace M arshall testified that in 
putting up a job at French Lick, Ind., 
he had been visited by Fred Sherman, 
union business agent. 
“ Sherm an told me I had better un­ 
ionize the job,” said Marshall, "but 
I lost my temper and told him I would 
have nothing to do with the murder­ 
ous, dynr»niting ironworkers. 
An ex­ 
plosion ensued in March, 1911.” 
F. J. M cCain said his firm suffered 
from three explosions on jobs in B u f­ 
falo, N. Y., in 1910, and one In Erie, 
Pa., in 1911, after he had been visited 
by John T. Butler, vice president of 
the 
International 
Association 
of 
Bridge 
and 
Structural 
Ironworkers. 
“ Bu tler told us we would be sorry 
when we refused to deal with the 
union," said McCain.

a nop Ie can hold out for another month 
and that the Tchatalja lines are im­ 
pregnable. 
Hence T u rkey’s position 
Is not desperate enough to warrant 
her accepting hum iliating terms. 
Both government organs, Ikdam and 
Sabah, employ unusual frankness in 
discussing the situation. 
They assert 
that while the triple entente (Great 
Britain, France and Russia) is urging 
the porte to conclude peace, the triple 
alliance (Austria, Germ any and Italy) 
advices resistance and, foreseeing a 
general war, both papers urge that 
T urkey should profit thereby to pro­ 
cure the best possible bargain when 
the settlement Is discussed by the E u ­ 
ropean conference.

It was blown up later.” 
Questioned by Chester Krum , coun­ 
sel for Barry, G arrett said the union 
official, referring to dynamiting, de­ 
clared “ he didn’t do that kind of busi­ 
ness.’’ 
W allace M arshall testified that In 
putting up a job at French Lick, Ind., 
he had been visited by Fred Sherman, 
union business agent. 
"Sherm an told me I had better un­ 
ionize the job,” said Marshall, “ but 
I lost my temper and told him I would 
have nothing to do with the murder­ 
ous, dynr*niting ironworkers.

In the case of State of M innesota 
on the relation of Hugo Schwartz 
kopf and R. M. Sheets vs the city 
council of Brainerd, Judge C. 
W. 
Stanton, of th e district court, has 
ordered that th e motion to dismiss 
th e order to show cause herein and 
to quash the alternative w rit of m an­ 
dam us be and the sam e is hereby 
denied. 
It is further ordered tha»t the re­ 
spon d en ts ic ity council of Brainerd) 
be, and they are hereby permitted 
and given leave to Ale an answ er 
herein w ithin five days a fter th e ser­ 
vice of the notice of th e filing of 
th is order. 
T his proceeding came before Judge 
Stan ton on October 12th pursuant to 
an altern ative writ of 
m andam us 
previously issued on th e inform ation 
o f Messrs. Schw artzkopf and Sheets 
and th is altern ative w rit commanded 
th e city council to fix a time and 
p lace for the hearing 
of 
certain 
ch arges preferred 
in said petition 
a g a in st M. T. Dunn, president of the 
w ater and lig h t board, or then show 
cau se w hy th e y had not done so. 
Messrs. Schw artzkopf and Sheets 
w ere represented by Russell & Bar­ 
ron and the city council by M. E. 
R yan. 
In the mem orandum accom panying 
th e order, excerpts of w hich are giv- 
-en, “ the relators seek an in vestig a­ 
tion of certain charges m ade against 
Mr. M. T. Dunn, president of the wa­ 
ter and lign t board. 
It is clear th a t 
th e object sou gh t to be obtained is 
th e removal of the said Dunn as a 
mem ber of th is board and not mere­ 
ly as the president thereof. 
H ence 
th e objection th a t as president of the 


have a right to proceed by m anda­ 
mus to require the common council 
to investigate th e charges made, in 
th e m anner proscribed by the char­ 
ter, and then to exercise its discretion 
in the premises, seem s to be too w ell 
settled to call for argument. 
“ It only rem ains then to consider 
the question w h eth er the courts can 
control the action of officers, or offi­ 
cial bodies, vested w ith discretion­ 
ary power, w hen they refuse to act. 
T his m ust be answered in the affir­ 
m ative on principle as well as au thor­ 
ity. 
“ The city charter, section 12, re­ 
quires the city council to fix the tim e 
and place for th e trial of an officer 
whose removal is sou g h t for cause. 
T h is is mandatory. 
The duty is in 
the interest of the public and th e 
public has a righ t to have it per­ 
formed. 
It would be a strange per­ 
version of the law if the common 
council, in order to defeat one of th e 
provisions 
of the charter, 
could, 
merely by dilatory action, not only 
refuse to comply w ith the directions 
of the charter, but prevent the courts 
from furnishin g a remedy for th e 
w rong done by its acts. 
This would 
certain ly furnish an exception to the 
salutary rule th a t ‘for every w rong 
there is a remedy.’ ”
